SOUTH CAROLINA STATESMAN. 


Tlio Great XtilMflvr'a Views oil tlio lilslili

At a few minutes past 1 o'clock tho un

began his oration—an elaborate and 


quont panegyric, a 
comprehensive analy- 
sis of tho character of 
Calhoun, and a brill- 
iant portrayal of hia 
career as a statesman. 
It do'.inoiitod liis so- 
cial, moral and Intel- 
lectual traits, which 
rendered him a mo- 
••jestic figure, a master 
'[mind among his fol-

ures. Calhoun's purity of life and integrity 
wore tho granite foundation of tho charac- 
ter underlying nnd supporting tho splond'.d 
superstructure of his exalted qualities of 
genius, oloqiionco, wisdom and patriotism, 
and tho pooplo of South Carolina in erecting 
this statuo might feel that they wore render- 
ing and perpetuating their homage to tho 
m ajesty of moral rectitude. 


Aftor ft fuH exposition of Calhouii's stato 


rigtUi ideas nnd nullification doctrine the 
orator declared that nullification did not 
moan secession; that it had ia it not one ele- 
ment of disunion, and that tho controversy 
over South Carolina's nullification move- 
raontclosod by u compromise act: which re- 
peated tho odious tax law that Calhoun's 
state had nullified. More than this, Andrew 
Jackson, tho man of iron will and pitiless 
purpose, In tho 
face of his proclamation, 


siguad tbo act tbat swept from tha statute 
book tho enactment which Soutu Carolina iu 
hor assorted sovereignty had declared uncon- 
stitutional, null, void and inoperative in hor 
limits. 


Of Calhoun's attitude toward slavery tho 


orator declared that tho great Carolinian 
never entertained or expressed a sentiment 
respecting the 
constitutional 
status of 


slavery in tho states that was not ontortained 
and expressed by Henry Clay, Daniel "VVob- 
stor, John Quiacy Adams and nil tho emi- 
nent statesmen of his time, including Bon- 
ton. 
Calhoun hold, with them all, that 


.ildYory was an institution of society in tho 
states, sanctioned and upheld by. tho consti- 
tution, protected and enforced oven upon 
tho states whore slavery did not exist, by the 
fundamental law o£ tho Union. 


Secretary Lamar in his peroration, ad- 


dressing himself to tho Indies of tho South 
Carolina association, declared that it was 
well that this monumental statue had beou 
reared on South Carolina's soil through the 
instrumentality of tor own fair daughters. 
Calhoun's life was one uninterrupted homage 
to woman. Ho was a true sou of Soutb 
Carolina. "His first famo and groat name 
wore tho fruits of her social system, and it 
will bo hor glory whon succeeding genera- 
tions shall learn and appreciate the lessons 
of political truth taught by him, and shall 
inhalo hia pure spirit of patriotism, his ex- 
alted conception of duty, and becomo in- 
spired by the honor, fldolity, courage, and 
purity of life which rooted themselves in the 
soul of tho man whoso statuo South Carolina 
women have erected in commemoration of 
tho affectionate rovoronco with which they 
commend him to tho honor, lovo, imitation 
and confidence of mankind." 


The speaker finished his peroration ot 4;30 


p. m., being frequently interrupted by tho 
sheers and enthusiasm of his audience. Odes 
written by Miss ClioesuborougU and Mrs. 
Margaret Fuller wero road, and tho crowd 
quietly dispersed. Everything passed oft 
ploasantly, and tho military organizations 
celebrated tho occasion in festivities at their 
respective armories and halls during the 
evening. 


A statuo was designed by Jlr. Albert E. 


Harnisch, o! Rome, find was cost at tho colo- 
bratod Michclo foundry there. It ia fourteen 
feet in height, and represents Calhoun as 
about to address tho sonate. It rosts 0:1 u 
base of granite forty-Ovo foot high. His 
cloak is reproduced on tho chair beside him. 
"Tho statute represents tho senator with onu 
haud raised and tho index flngur emphasis- 
ing his remarks. Tho allegorical figures 
about tbo base of tho statuo aro truth, just- 
ice, tlio constitution and history.
